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THE WIDE.AWAKES 


Some of the Sleeping and Slumber- 
ing Crowd Will Be Leit. 


A Deeper and More 


Sica Consecra- 


tion Necessary. 


There probably has never 
been a time when it is more néc- 
essary for Christians to be wide 
awake than now. But while 
this is the case, it seems that 
there never has been a time 
when Satan was more busy in- 
fusing his chloroform into God’s 
children than now to numb their 
conscience, 

Everything is pointing to a 
final culmihation. And the 
time for this is rapidly ap- 
proaching. Everything is ina 
whirl. The archfiend of the 
lower regions seems to have at 
last succeeded in getting the 
human race on a stampede for 
hell, and they do not know it. 
The mltitudes seem to be going 
‘like blind men.” They seem 
to have but little thought for 
eternity. God is not in their 
thoughts. 

The prophet, Zephaniah, de- 
scribes this time in the follow- 
ing terse language: ‘‘The great 
day of the Lord is near, and 
hasteth greatly, even the voice 
of the day of the Lord: the 
mighty man shall cry there bit- 
terly. That day is a day of 
wrath, a day of trouble and 
distress, aday of wasteness and 
desolation, a day of darkness 
and gloominess, a day of clouds 
and thick darkness, a day of the 
trumpet and alarm against the 
fenced cities, and against the 
high towers. AndI will bring 
distress upon men, that they 
shall walk like blind men, be- 
cause they have sinned against 
the Lord: and their blood shall 
be poured out as dust, and their 
flesh as the dung.”’ Zeph. 1:14-1.. 


While all this is going on 
among the world, it is necessary 
for us to be wide awake, and 
alive to the existing conditions, 
and full of the all powerful 
walking, talking, moving Holy 
Ghost. The gospel must be 
heralded abroad ‘o’er land and 
sea no matter how many difficul- 
ties there may bein the way. 


The twenty-fifth chapter of 
Matthew describes'a little crowd 
(but I suppose this number is 
only a figurative number as it is 
believed there will be many, yea 
too many in this company.)of 
sleepingand slumbering Chris- 
tians that are waiting for their 
Lord to'come. But this is evi- 
dently a very low grade ofChris- 
tians, because other places in the 
Bible there are strong commands 
for. the saints to be wide awake. 
‘‘Awake, Awake, put on 
strength.”’ shouts Isaiah. 
‘““Awake asin the ancient days!”’ 
‘‘Awake thou that sleepest!’’ 





comes the quick and loud shout 
of the Apostle Paul. Again this 
noble and wise hearted counselor 
exclaims,‘‘Let us not sleep as 
do ofnere; but letus watch and 
be sober.’’ Andon the same 
important subject Peter chimes 
in with his all glorious counsel 
and says, ‘‘Beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such vbines, be dili- 
gent (notidle or negligent.)that 
ye may be found of him in peace, 
without spot, and blameless.” 


Under present conditions, and 
because of the counsel given by 
such men of God, where is the 
time to let our spirituality grow 
weaker? Where isthe safety 
in a sleeping slumbering spirit- 
ual experience? Then besides 
this, when we read of the com- 
pany of slumbering ones in the 
chapter referred to ahove, we 
find that the teaching is given 
plainly that some of the sleep- 
ing and slumbering crowd will 
be left when Jesus comes to 
catch away the saints to goto 
the marriage supper. And how 
do you know but what it may 
be you, if you allow yourself to 
stop and cast your lot with this 
crowd? 


But thank God, there are the 
wide awakes that will have no 
such a sleepy experience. Who 
ever heard of a bride who had 
made himself ready for the mar- 
riage, all dressed up in her 
beautiful garments, ready to 
meet her intended, and then 
sleep and slumber till some one 
had to go and call her, saying, 
‘*Behold, the bridegroom com- 
eth, go ye out to meet him.”’ 
The thing is absurd. I dare say 
that those Christians, who al- 
low their experience to get so 
low that it can be said of them 
they are sleeping and slumber- 
ing, will never be the bride of 
Christ nor be her close attend- 
ants. And it will be well to re- 
peat here that some of the sleep- 
ing and slumbering crowd will 
be left out entirely. 


There is a degree of solemnity 
connected with this description. 
When the Bridegroom comes 
these slumbering ones will have 
to be awakened,and half of them 
will find to their astonishment 
that they cannot go with 
the crowd in their present con- 
dition, so while they are going 
through a deeper process of 
cleansing or preparation of some 
kind the others will join the 
procession and be gone at once. 
Then when the great procession 
will have entered in, the door is 
shut, and when thon who are 
left finally reach that stage of 
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assurance that they are prepared 
they make their way tothe door, 
but lo, they find it shut, and 
when they earnestly seek for 
admittance the only response 
they will receive, will be the 
awful sounding, grave and sol- 
emn words, ‘‘Verily, I say unto 
you, I know you not.” Math. 
25 :12. 

At this time they will be wide 
awake. But it will he too late. 
The awful words will fall upon 


their ears with a tremendous 


weight that will almost crush 
them. The disappointment will 
be extremely serious. How 
they will wish they had not been 
so easy and negligent at the be- 
ginning. They probably will, 
amid gushing tears, and sobs of 
grief, soliloquize thus: ‘It 
might have been different. I 
could have been wide awake if 
[ had put forth sufficient effort. 
I could have had the necessary 
preparation made, but I thought 
I was good enough, and my con- 
science was satisfied. But, Oh! 
[ have missed it at last.’’ And 
I can see afresh flow of tears 
gushing from their eyes as they 
turn sadly away from the door 
that refuses to open to their 
pleadings. 


After some reflection, and the 
study of the Word, and knowing 
the time is short,I conclude that 
a deeper and more thorough con- 
secration is necessary. We will 
never, perhaps, get too far along 
in this wide awake experienee. 
Our lives will not be too much 
yielded to God. The dross must 
all be purged out by God’s puri- 
fying process or we will not be 
able to scale the heights pro- 
vided for usin the atonement. 


Iam very anxious that our 
people do not content themselves 
to remain in the crowd of vir- 
gins described in the twenty- 
fifth chapter of Matthew. While 
such a position is far better than 
many professors of religion are 
occupying, but this is not the 
best. And I cannot content my- 
self to rest easy and allow any 
of the members of the great 
Church of God remain here in 
this sleeping and slumbering 
condition. 

This isa reason for wanting 
all of our members to read the 
Evangel every week. I want to 
get to them to try and stir them 
up, and this is the only way I 
know of to do this. I want our 
people tu be in the crowd of 
wide awakes. I want them to 
beon tip-toes, on amighty stretch 
for the very best God has pro- 
vided for us in the atonement. 
I want them to think of some- 
thing better than loading up 
their children in a vehicle and 
rolling off somewhere on Sunday 
morning to spend the day in 
visiting, when they ought to be 
in Sunday school and. meeting. 
I want them to become enthused 
about the salvation of lost souls 
rather than the gratification of 
their fleshly desires. Yea, I 
want them, every one, without 
exception, to draw very near to 
God by a deeper and more thor- 





ough consecration, and be in the 





company of wide awakes, faith- 
fully discharging their duty in 
loving service for the Master. 
But the wide-awakes, where 
are they? You will find them 
in Sunday school and the regu- 
lar services every Sunday, un- 
less unavoidably hindered by 
sickness or otherwise. You will 
find them much in prayer, and 
faithfully toiling in their allot- 
ted sphere (Rom, 138;1-8.) for 
the salvation of the lost. You 
will find them prepared and 
ready for every good work 
(2 Thes. 2:17.) in proportion to 
their ability and often pleading 
with God to increase their ca- 
pacity so they will beable to 
accomplish more for Him. 
These wide-awakes will be 


very careful to live such lives 


that they will preserve the hon- 
orand dignity of the great 
church of which they are repre- 
sentatives. Their conversation 
will be pure and holy, and their 
tongues will not use deceit 
(Rom. 3:13), neither will they 
fall under the guilt described 
by James, about the use of the 
tongue. Yea, they will abstain 
from backbiting, or taking up 
and spreading a reproach 
against a neighbor. Psalm 15. 


If you want to see the picture 
of one of the wide-awakes you 
can get a little idea of his char- 
acter by reading Math. 25:6. He 
is truly wide-awake, and one 
of the watchers fulfilling his 
commission faithfully. ‘‘Watch 
therefore,’’ (Math. 25 :13.) 
‘*‘Watch ye and pray,’ (Mark 


14:38.) ‘*WhatI say unto you 
I say unto all, Watch,’’ (Mark 
13:57.) ‘*Watch ye, stand fast 
in the  faith,’’ (1 Cor. 16:18.) 


‘‘Watch and be sober,” (1 Thes. 
5:6.) Those who are faithfully 
discharging their duty as watch- 
men, even, will have no time for 
sleeping and slumbering. 


These wide awakes may be 
seen by noting the description 
of them further. The king’s 
daughter is all glorious within 
(the palace): her clothing is of 
wrought gold. She shall be 
brought unto the king in rai- 
ment of needlework: the virgins 
her companions that follow her 
shall be brought 
With gladness 


enter into the king’s palace.” 
(Psalms 45 :12-15.) No sleeping 
and slumbering ones in this 
crowd. Matters are too inter- 
esting for any of these to slip 
away from the others and take a 
nap. 

Who ever heard of a bride 
sleeping and slumbering after 
she had made herself ready, 
(Rev. 19:7) and was watching 
forthe bridegroom and expecting 
his appearance every minute? 
Surely there is no sleeping and 
slumbering at sucha time as 
this, by those who are ready. 
No, not even drowsiness. So 
we can hardly believe the bride 
of Jesus will ever slumber or 
sleep—in spiritual experience— 
after she has once made herself 
ready. 


of our people to ‘‘Examine your- 
selves, whether ye be in the 
faith; prove your own selves.’’ 
2 Oor. 18:5. Deepen your con- 
secration and thereby develope 
your spiritual strength and 
make a “‘Bee line’’ for the ‘‘pal- 
ace’? and be sure and be in the 
crowd of wide-awakes when Je- 
sus comes for His own.

Get ready and stay 
ready for it is plain to be seen 
that the time is short.

Is the title of a short note that 
appeared in an Easteri paper 
The statement is so 


recently. 
false that it needs a strong re- 
butta] in some way.
